Q. %\'hat does ths MldUnd Bank of

It wai 
an cxpressioE of official regret from the Ulster Gov- 
emment to President Cosgrave of the Irish Free Slate 
to be transmitted to the relatives of those who lost 
thfir lives in the tragedy which occurred at Drumcol- 
logher during the week end. This is the first time 
such a communication has passed between tbe repre¬ 
sentatives of the two administrative bodies in Ireland. 

Tbe significance of this particular "official inter¬ 
change may be leu apparent at this distance than it is 
to closer c^bservers of Ireland's recovery from the 
strife of centuries. There would seem to the average 
Canadian to be nothing unusual about a message of 
condolence of this kind under <urb dt^lre^ttny rTreont- 
stances.
